?ii"ith  ttie  Soil  Conservation  oervice  libraries  of  Fort  Vyorth  and  xiinarillo  as 
a  nucleus,  the  liepartment  of  ^-^.j^ri culture  Library  is  organizing  a  Branch  Library^ 
in  Fort  n'orth,  to  serve  all  the  agencies  of  the  Department  in  this  region.  The 
library  v^^ill  be  located  in  the  Soil  Conservation  service  offices  for  the  time 
being.     Later,  when  necessary  equipment  has  been  secured,  the  library  will  be 
moved  into  the  Fort  Vi/orth  public  Library  arid  v-rill  be  located  on  the  second  floor/ 
in  the  Business  and  Technological  Livision. 

The  purpose  of  establishing  branch  libraries  (there  are  nine  in  the  United 
StE-tes)   is  to  give  to  employees  of  the  Department  in  the  field  the  saiae  type  of 
library  service  employees  in  -Washington  receive.     The  branch  libraries  will  keep 
a  live  collection  of  books  and  periodicals  and  will  have  access  to  the  books  in 
the  Depart;aent  Library  and  the  Librc.ry  of  Congress  and  in  local  libraries. 

In  order  that  you  may  knovr  vrliat  is  available  in  the  branch  library,  the 
NE^^■SLETTER,  listing  recent  acquisitions,  vfill  be  issued  twice  a  month,    'i^men  the 
book  collection  is  organized  and  the  periodical  list  is  completed,  you  Yiill  re- 
ceive lists  of  the  books  and  periodicals  we  nave.
